the importance of Art in our daily 
life, has received recognition in no 
uncertain way by the members and 
the public of Toronto. 


GALLERY Ad TENDANGE 


The total number of visitors to the 
Gallery during the past year has been 
120,675, compared with 173,840 for the 
previous twelve months, but when we 
remember that the previous year’s 


figures carried an abnormal-attendance 
at the Inaugural Exhibition of 138,008, 
it is evident that the general interest 
is being well maintained. The attend- 
ance on Sundays has been 48,059 
compared with 37,049 for the previous 
year. 

The Art Gallery has been accessible 
to the Public and to Members through- 
out the year with the exception of 
thirty days, which time was required 
to place new exhibitions on view. 
The total attendance at the Gallery 
during the year was 120,675,—those 
admitted without charge numbered 
114,334, and the paid admittances 
numbered 6,341. The total cash paid 
for admission amounted to $1,570.15.
